" The petitioners alleged provisions 
of the act as applying to natural 
gas sought to force companies deal- 
ing in or carrying natural gas to 
purchase i-atably whether or not 
they were common purchasers, or 
purchasers in any sense. 


Counsel, in discussing the suits 


informally, said it could not be de- 
termined definitely at present just 
what effect a successful assault 
on gas provisions of the statute 
would have on its provisions as to 
crude oil.

Although not a member of the 


League of Nations or the World 
Court, the United States is giving 
serious consideration with 
other 


Western world powers to the pos- 
sibility of invoking peaceful 
but 


forceful co-operative pressure 
on 


the Oriental nations to compel re- 
spenct of their treaty obligations. 


This pressure might take one of 
two shapes. An economic boycott 
or blockade is provided for in the 
League of Nations covenant. 
In 


addition, a new proposal has been 
pushed forward at Geneva under 
which 
all diplomatic representa- 


tives would be withdrawn 
from 


the offending nations, or the one 
held culpable for continuing 
the 


armed hostilities. 


The League covenant also pro- 


vides for armed compulsion as a 
last resort but even discussion of 
it is being forced into the back- 
ground. 


Believing a crisis in the situa- 


tion might come soon as a result 
of Japan's declination to withdraw 
her troops by Nov. 16, as specified 
by the League, and renewal of 
hostilities American officials 
are 


working in close co-operation with 
the other powers.

amples from ancient history to 
prove the point. 


He declared that an event of 


town, county, state, and national 
interest was being celebrated, and

He extended the thanks of the 
visitors to the 
mayor and his 
townsmen, the 'county, and to al!

Fulfilled i»ream 


He declared that the occasion 
was the 
fulfillment 
of a 
great 


dream, and extended thanks to 
the state highway commission for 
their assistance. Americans spe- 
cialize in "doing the things that 
can't be done," he declared, and 
the folk of this section of the 
state are true Americans in their 
completion of the great highway. 


At o'ne time, he stated, Leon

Judge Slngletary then announced 
that El Paso road officials were 
pleased with the opening of the 
new road, and stated that it would 
be given their preferred routing 
of tourist traffic as the best and 
most complete roadway across the 
state, as well as the shortest. 


Professor Moore again took the 


speakers' table and extended con- 
gratulations in behalf of Dalms, 
declaring that the state was al- 
ready the beneficiary of the great 
highway.

He extended ''his thanks to 
the people for their kindness to 
him in the past, and asserted that 
he was honored, to be on the 
platform for the great event, arm 
that while he was not a resident 
of a county that bordered on the 
highway, his interest in the prog- 
ress was not lessened, for he was 
interested in every section of the 
state.

Connally Delves Into History 


Delving back into, the history of 


man 
almost 
into 
mythological 


times, the senator declared that 
the progress of civilization of all 
ages has advanced only as the 
communication systems advanced, 
and declared 
that transportation 


was essential to every people for 
progress. 


He referred to the means'of lo- 
comotion 
in 
Biblical 
times 
in 


which beasts of burden took the 
cargoes of the world, then the 
ox cart came into use, and then 
came the rise of sea power, and 
the advance of the world as bet- 
ter mariners were developed. 


He declared that the progress 


of the United States could be trac- 
ed back to the development of its 
highways and communications sys- 
tems, pointing to the waterways 
to the 
west, and 
the 
develop- 
ment of trails into roads. He de- 
clared that the construction of 
roads by the federal government 
was authorized in the constitution. 
The slow development of the Pa- 
cific coast sections was directly 
attributable to the lack of roads 
and means of communications, ac- 
cording to Mr. Connally. 


One of the principal problems of 


the present age is traceable to a 
similar 
cause, 
although not to 


highways, but to a lack of the 
proper 
facilities 
for barter 
and 


exchange. This is s. problem of 
world interest, he asserted, and 
then made 
the 
statement that 


there had never been a 
srplus 


of any product or commodity, but 
the trouble has been with the dis- 
tribution system and facilities. He 
pointed out that while American 
farmers were suffering from low 
prices because of bumper crops 
and large stocks of many products, 
that millions in the world were 
starving 
and 
begging 
for the 


things that are almost worthless 
to the producer. 


Distribution Not Functioning 
As long as a surplus and want 
exists, the distribution svstem of 
the world is not functioning 100 
per cent in its contacts, the Speak- 
er ^aicl. There has always been 
a balance between supply and de- 
mand, and the downfall of the 
distribution is responsible for the 
present 
depression, he declared. 


Among the other contributing fac- 
tors in the present unsettled con- 
ditions, the senator named 
the 
groat bulk of war debts and the 
great 
volume of personal debts 


made when commodities and lanoi 
were at much higher levels than 
they are today. Another factor is 
the rise of gold value and tnt 
decline of silver values. 


Many nations, he declared, had 


their 
currency based 
on silver 
standards and when the value of 
silver fell, their buying power was 
curtailed and America and other 
nations suffered 
from over sup- 


plies. As American money becomes 
dearer, and that of other nations 
declines, 'it works to America's 
disadvantage, the senator pointed 
out, because the other nations are 
not able to maintain their buying 
volume with their deflated cur- 
rency. 


Tariff Clogs Commerce 


In addition, America is protect- 


ed by terrifically high tariff walls 
that have clogged the paths of 
commerce, and the nation is suf- 
fering because of the administra- 
tion policy, 


Senator 
Connally 
stated 
that 


there ivas a strong possibility that 
in 1932 conditions would be re- 
versed and that the democrats" 


wquld put a representative in the 
White House, and declared that 
the efforts of the pa ty would be 
devoted to a program of economic 
reforms that would aid in the re- 
storation of balance between na- 
tions. He declared that he hoped 
the party would advance an ag- 
gressive, broad, constructive pro- 
gram of reforms that would lower 
the tariff walls and enable the 
disposal of surpluses. 
He declared that every 
effort 


would be made to reverse the pol- 
icies of the present administra- 
tion, in that the democratic par- 
ty would not pamper the greal 
trusts and wealthy interests and 
allow them continued monopolies 
He declared that he hoped that 
the great 
criminal 
corporations 


might be brought to the bar of 
justice and properly punished. He 
also declared that he would favor 
the collection of an inheritance 
tax that would^make the great es- 
tates pay their proper share ol 
governmental costs, and lift a par: 
of the load off the back of the 
average citizen. 


Scores Administration 


He scored the plan of the pres- 


ent administration to attempt to 
make up the deficit in funds by 
means of a federal sale- tax anc 
not by the taxation of the great- 
er incomes. • He declared that he 
would never support a commodity 
sales tax, and 
urged that the 


greater interests who are gath- 
ering the wealth of the nation 
should be made to pay their par: 
of the costs. 


He declared that the sales tax 
v -uld put an even greater brake 
on prosperity 
because it woulc 


penalize the man with the small- 
er income more heavily than those 
more capable of paying. 


The senator stated that he hac 


always supported liberal appropri- 
ations for national highways, au- 
thorized by the constitution, anc 
best handled through the cooper- 
ation of the federal and state or- 
ganizations. 
He complimented the completion 


of the highway as the culmina- 
tion of the great reality of a 
trul; great dream. 
Fatten Is Speaker 


State Senator 
Nat Patton 
oi 


Crockett was the next speaker and 
extended congratulations on the 
completion of the new highway 
"into the finest section of land 
in which humanity can live." He 
paid tribute to the various indi- 
viduals who had portions in the 
great highway program. 


He took to task the ad valorem 
I.... for the sunnort of the high- 
way program, declaring that for 
some unknown reason the pro- 
posed state bond issue was de- 
feated by the Wexas Texas leg- 
islators, which would have taker 
the burden off the landowner and 
put it on the traffic on the high- 
ways through the gas tax. The 
senator launched a vigorous at- 
tack on the increasing number of 
trucks on the highway, particu- 
larly 
cotton 
carriers, 
and 
took 


them to task for the large num- 
ber of serious accidents in which 
he alleged they were involved. 


Judge Webb of Madisonville ex-

had bee i paid 'for by the owners 
of land which did not touch the 
road, and 
who would probably 


never see or use the road. 
Tribute to Connally 


He paid tribute to Senator Con- 


nally for his fight several years 
ago at the close of the World 
war to retain 
the income tax 


schedules, and stated that he had 
always efficiently represented his 
constituents. 


The final speaker of the day 
was Beauford H. Jester, Corsicana 
attorney and member of the board 
of regent of the University of 
Texas. He declared that Corsi- 
cana rejoiced with the other cities 
in the completion of the road, 
and that he was glad that the 
distance 
between 
the 
various 


points could be measured in min- 
utes and not miles, and that they 
were united with bonds of con- 
crete as well as friendship. 


He declared, however, that the 


highway was a challenge to each 
community through which it pass- 
ed, pointing to the fact that many 
of the cars on the highway bore 
out-of-state license plates and a 
portion of them were seeing the 
country with an open mind that 
might result in their moving to 
Texas.

the season on the Chicago board 
of trade today.

tracts were all above the high mar- 
kets set Thursday. 


Wheat also was strong on re- 


ports of bad weather conditions 
in the oSuthwestern winter wheat 
area and higher prices at Liver- 
pool. Opening gains were from 1-8 
to 3-4 cent. 
May at 72 to 721-4 
and July at 72 1-2 to 5-8 were both 
at new high prices for the season, 
while March equaled the previous 
maximum at 701-2.
